Quick Shipments. Best Goods. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


It is now being recognized that the real cause of the decline 
in corn is the extent of the quantity packed this year, and not 
any complaint of the actual quality of it. This isa serious fact 
to look in the face but it must be faced, because an overloaded 
market can have but one cure, that is patience for the disposal 
of the goods. 

We would not be surprised if the excessive pack of this year 
in corn would not have nearly the same affect that the same con- 
ditions in tomatoes had upon that article some years ago. When 
first tomatoes touched $1.00 in their advance, it was considered 
abnormal, but when the great overpack came they broke the re- 
cord by going down as low as 60 and 55c, and it took quite a 
number of years to clean up the carry over, and meantime a new 
idea of value was permanently associatied with them. The same 
will probably result in respect to corn and hence the importance 
of the large carry over. 

It seems to be a fact that ingenuity and economy manage to 
bend low enough to meet the requirements of the people’s demand 
and there are few things among regular foods that are more per- 
sistently doing this. Of course this is the dullest season of the 
canned goods market asa rule. Declines always occur at this 
time of December, for the holiday season is never a good one for 
the holders of canned goods. 

The market condition at present therefore is really one to be 
congratulated upon, as there are no special declines in the regul- 
ar lines but more of a tendency to advance. The minor articles 
are nearly all higher and in some of the staples as notably 
peaches there have been higher figures made during the week. 
All things however warn the canned goods packers to get their 
factories into shape for more economical proceedure next year, 
as buyers and distributors are persistently inclined to lower 
figures. 

Oysters on the week show a slight decline, also possibly due 
to the milder weather for nothing increases the consumption of 
oysters and therefore the demand so much as strong wintry 
weather. It also at times considerably lessens the supply on ac- 
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count of the regor of the ice season down the Bay making it 
difficult to get cargoes. At the same time the public palate im- 
proves in its wish for oysters, so that the winter weather tends in 
both ways to increase values. 

Quotations on corn are again quite low in this section, 45c. 
to 50c. are prevailing quotations and New York reports that 6oc. 
to 65c. are the best prices for State packed there. Maine, how- 
ever, is apparently in happy position, probably being sold out, 
and under such circumstances Maine corn is naturally strong. 
It is, however, affected by the low prices of corn elsewhere, but 
it should be understood in all cases that it is quantity and not 
quality that is depressing prices at present. 

Beans, sauerkraut, sweet potatoes and many other things 
are from 2%4c. to 5c. higher on the list, and promise to continue 
so until after the close of tne year. 

One of the features in tomatoes is the occurrence in the 
market in connection with price. It was generally expected 
that there would be a heavy rush of orders at the first inclination 
to decline. Such a condition did really begin, but all parties 
and syndicates which had any amount of cheap tomatoes imme- 
diately rushed them into the market to take advantage of the 
opportunity. The offerings were so considerable that jobbers 
and their agents immediately became shy and waited for the 
whole market to settle, and this, instead of causing a further 
decline, caused the market to settle, and prices have not gone as 
low as jobbers hoped. The market for standard No. 3 tomatoes 
is at present goc to g5c. on a general basis, and holders of fine 
stock are locking up their goods confident of a further advance 
during the month. Much common stock will probably be dis- 
posed of during the present sag in prices, and 1906 will unques- 
tionably open up a strong clean market, something that will be 
very much to the advantage of the February trade in futures. 

The scarcity of money in commmercial centers is also having 
the effect of lessening the values of all products, but this feature 


is being generally recognized the it is 
possible that the coming holidays may distribute much more than 
is at present in hoarding and tend somewhat to relieve the 
situation. 

The situation in respect to canners’ metals, at least in regard 
to tin, is at present more than peculiar. During some few weeks 
past we have been noting that speculation was developing in 
London and was being watched in New York. ‘This speculation 
has been bidding up the values of tin considerably, more it is 
believed than can be maintained, and some good authorities call 
it wild. As there has developed a scarcity in America of tin as 
compared with the demand, we will probably have to bear the 
brunt of this speculation in its finality. ‘This will tend to make 
manufacturers go slowly until the trouble is past and things 
begin to regulate themselves in the first month of the year. 
There has been no advance so far in the price of tin plates, but 
this cannot long continue, and between the progress of the season 
towards the time when heavy orders will be placed for cans dur- 
ing 1906 and.the speculative grip of the pig tin market, canners 
will have to go very carefully as to what they are doing. Febru- 
ary promises to be a very interesting month, and it will be well 
if the Convention of canners could agree upon some regulation 
with respect to future prices for tomatoes at any rate rather than 
run up against a market which will be adverse to them. Whilst 
tin plates remain as previously quoted, and cans also at the same 
figure, pig tin is now held at $35.35 to $35.50, according to the 
size of purchases. This is an advance of nearly $1.50 a ton and 
shows the temper of the market. Pig lead also has advanced 
and is quoted at $5.50 to $5.60, which is an advance of about 
25c. to 50c. over last week. There is no change in the quota- 
tions of solder, and canners’ metals can be found on their regular

Reported by Special Correspondent. Market “onditions, 


Changes and Outlook. 


New York, Dec. 6.—Trade has showed up slightly since 
the Thanksgiving demand was supplied and prices have eased off 
a bit on some grades without any quotable change in actual fig- 
ures. Corn has been the most active of anything in the list and 
sales have continued active up to the last. Conditions are reas- 
onably favorable, but the depression which follows the holiday 
rush has caused the slight dullness which now characterizes the 
market. 

Sardines. —With the closing of the packing season in Maine 
holders of quarter-oils and three-quarter mustards are expressing 
stronger views on the situation. In drawn cans quarter-oils can- 
not be obtained below $2.00 f. 0. b. factory. For key opening 
cans $2.15 was quoted by the largest interest, but this figure was 
withdrawn today and an advance of 15¢ will be named. On 
three-quarter mustards $2.00 @ $2.40 is quoted f. 0. b. Eastport. 
The market is reported in fair shape and no lower prices are ex 
pected. The quantity of quarter-oils in the hands of packers is 
reported considerably below the usual carry over at this time of 
year, 

Salmon.—Not much is reported beyond a fair jobbing move- 
ment and trade appears to be limited by the buyers’ necessities. 
Red Alaska is a shade more active, but without any change in 
price. Other grades are substantially as previously quoted. 

Oysters.—All held in this city are firm and the market is 
more active. Important increase in demand would cause an ad- 
vance in prices. 
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Tomatoes.—The market has fluctuated somewhat during the 
week, but at the close is steadier, and while it is still possible to 
buy full standard Maryland 3s at 87%cf. o. b. factory, sellers, 
as a rule, ask 90 @ 92%c f. o. b. factory. Local jobbers are not 
buying freely and the market is extremely dull. Gallons con- 
tinue firm and quiet, while no interest is reported in 2s. 

Corn.—The market is still active, but without change in 
quotations and with conditions closely approaching chaos in some 
directions. There is a vast quantity of poor corn weighing down 
the market, even though 300.000 cases have been sold since the 
packing season closed. The market will do better after there is 
a change in the situation on cheap corn. 

Peas.—Good stock is scarce and firm. Standard Junes are 
quoted at 80c f. 0. b. here. Other grades are quoted propor- 
tionately. 

Apples.—State gallons are firm and are hard to find under 
$2.85. The pack was small and the tendency of prices is up- 
ward. 

Peaches.—The market if firm, but prices are steady at quot- 
ed range. 

Pineapple.—The market is firm and movement fairly actve.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are still occasionally offered in Maryland at less than goc. 
f. o. b., the quality being full standard, but wants are small and not much 
business is resulting. The trade are inclined to wait until the New Year 
has revealed more of the future before investing freely in the goods. 
Gallon tomatoes are firm. The corn market is steady and, notwithstanding 
the fact of the large pack, the holders of good brands are inclined to be 
hopeful, while 50c. corn and §5c. corn are growing scarce. Peas are grow- 
ing scarce , in desirable and cheap lines, and holders are likely to obtain 
better prices in the spring. In canned fruits the demand and tone are both 
steady, without any symptoms being noticeably conspicuous. Canned 
apples are firmer, gallons selling at higher prices. Peaches are held at full 
prices. Salmon is quiet. Medium salmon is in sufficient supply, but the 
cheap kinds are growing scarce and firmer in tone. Pink salmon is in 
small supply and 75c. to 77'%c. is the best that the two holders will quote in 
the way of concessions. From Maryland it is learned that the fall pack of 
cove oysters at Baltimore to date has been lighter than expected, and it is 
feared that a sudden cold snap might curtail it further.—A/erchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 

No change has occurred in the tomato market. The market is inclined 
to be weak around 92'%c., partly because there is absolutely no demand. 
All authorities, however, seem to agree that higher prices are inevitable 
next spring, though the market may go somewhat lower before the advance 
begins. Corn is still low and weak. Probably the supply of cheap corn 
is lowering somewhat, though there is by no means a famine in it yet. 
Peas are strong and in good demand. The market is in better condition 
than for years and may advance later. Apples are still strong, though the 
main demand will not set in before spring. When that demand comes it is 
reasonably sure that prices will advance, probably 5oc. further for gallons. 
Peaches are quiet and unchanged. The Baltimore line is quiet, with string 
beans and baked beans both firmer. California canned goods are unchanged. 
Grocery World. 
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Boston. 

There is a better tone to the market for American sardines, and there is 
a disposition to demand higher prices. Canned salmon are maintained and 
there is a moderate jobbing movement. Advices from the Coast indicate 
that medium red and Alaska pink salmon are well cleaned up.—New Eung- 
land Grocer. 

Chicago. 

The heavy sales of canned corn are causing considerable comment. 
Retailers are using corn as a leader and consumers are attracted by the low 
prices at which the article is being sold all over the West. Tomatoes are 
steady, with nothing new. The supply of canned tomatoes in packers’ 
hands is now generally admitted to be extremely light and a further advance 
in prices is expected to occur. Peas are advancing on account of the de- 
mand and the short supply. There is a heavy demand for peas from the 
grocery trade on the realization that stocks are very small and a further 
advance almost certain. String beans and Limas, especiajly Limas, are firm 
and in demand. Canned pumpkin is only about steady. Other vegetables 
are featureless. Canned fruits are selling well and at very firm prices owing 
to the small supplies left. Peaches continue in largest request, but apples 
are wanted and hold very firm. Salmon is firm and will probably sooner or 
later advance in price. Some grades are already very scarce. Domestic 
are higher. Packers have advanced prices 10 to 15c. per case. Oysters, 
coves, are firmer and will advance, as the pack this winter is certain to be 
very short of the average. Canned lobster and shrimp are firm.—Gyvocers’ 
Criterion, 

Montreal, Can. 

There has been some little activity in the canned goods situation due 
largely to the closing of navigation, buyers in all parts availing themselves 
of the privilege of last shipments. The advance in freight rates has also 
stimulated orders from country buyers. There are no special features to 
note among jobbers as to any particular lines of canned goods. Salmon is 
in fairly good demand and, as Advent is here, the consumption of fish 
products of all kinds will naturally be reflected in larger orders in canned 
fish of all descriptions. 

Toronto, Can. 

An ordinary degree of activity has been manifest, with no special feat- 

ure to report. New pack apples are now being quoted and our prices will 


be found corrected accordingly. There are still small stocks of 1904 pack 
on hand at old prices. Through misprint green gage plums were quoted at 


$3.1714; it should have read $3.474%4. Raspberries are reported as short in 
stocks and prices firming up.—Canadian Grocer.

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London, England. 

Salmon.—British Columbia half-pound flats for arrival are practically 
unobtainable, and as a result there have been more inquiries for 1-Ib. flats 
for arrival, and prices have slightly advanced. The market on the spot for 
both these kinds is very firm, but there is very little offering. Business in 
Alaska on the spot remains quiet, and for arrival is restricted, and this is no 
doubt due to the fact that sellers have advanced their limits. Amongst 
recent arrivals are the Bovic with 3,000 cases, and the Etruria with 3,680 
cases, both to Liverpool, and the Wells City to Bristol with 800 cases. Lob- 
sters are without any fresh feature of interest, but there is no change to 
note. The St. Johns City has brought 1,512 cases. Sardines.—Business is 
of a steady character, and the tendency continues to be firmer. Reports 
from Portugal state that the fishing is only moderate. Smoked sardines 
continue to go off well at advancing prices. Recent arrivals include the 
Herrera with 1,022 cases, the Spes with 551 cases, the Navarre with 1,093 
cases, the Dalegarth with 716, the last two named to Liverpool. Meats.— 
Business continues fairly good for the time of the year, and prices for all 
sizes of ox tongues have further advanced, but other kinds are unchanged. 
The demand for rabbits is slow, but with the limited supplies prices are 
gradually getting firmer. Fruits remain inactive. Pines go off steadily at 
firm rates. The Alcinous has brought 1,100 cases pines and the Achilles 
2,917 cases, the last two named to Liverpool. 


Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market for all qualities of best continues very firm, 
although the demand is not so heavy as it has been up to recently, in con- 
sequence of a deal of attention having been paid to goods for delivery 
January-February. Alaska talls are more in inquiry. Sardines. The Por- 
tuguese combination have advised an advance amounting to quite 10% to 
20% on previous prices. ‘The supplies of grocery goods are in exceedingly 
small compass, Fruits quiet, with more attention being paid to pineapples. 
Rabbits.—These are better, especially in tall tins. Tomatoes decidely bet- 
ter, in consequence of the shortage in Italian produce.—Gvocers’ Gazette.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Tomatoes.—While there is no activity in the market, yet things are not 
as dead as they usually are at this time of the year. We do not ordinarily 
look for much buying of tomatoes, or anything else 1n the canned goods 
line during December, but there is certainly a better inquiry than usual. 
This is due to the fact, no doubt, that jobbers have been very cautious all 
during the season and have been awaiting an opportunity to get in a little 
under the high prices ruling a month ago. The market during the past 
month has eased off somewhat and, in spite of the fact that freight to the 
Missouri River and some other points are somewhat higher, tomatoes prob- 
ably can be laid down at many points today at a lower price than they 
could during the lake and rail season at the then prevailing prices. This 
is, no doubt, encouraging quite a number of jobbers to take hold not very 
freely, it is true, but enough to pretty well take up the various little outside 
lots as they are being offered. The general feeling iu the market is without 
any change. There are a few lots of tomatoes offered around at goc. per 
dozen for standards. The total quantity in sight is not large, and with 
buyers going on at the present rate they will be cleaned up shortly. 

Corn.—The market still remains about the same as far as prices are 
concerned, The packers, however, are carrying lighter stocks and in this 
respect the market is healthier. The extremely low prices now tuling seem 
to be paving the way for much better conditions on corn another year. 

Peas.—There is a strong market on peas. The higher prices on seconds 
and standards seem to be gradually affecting the comparatively low prices 
on the better grades. 

Oysters.—The Southern market, according to all reports, is in very 
much stronger shape, owing to the difficulty packers are having in getting 
labor and also to the large quantities of oysters which have been sold for 
future delivery.

Tomatoes.—Notwitstanding the fact that so-called standard tomatoes 
have been offered in some quarters at what might appear to be low prices, 
the market for full standard country packed reliable stock is equally as firm, 
if not firmer, than last week. Considering the week being broken with a 
holiday and the jobbing trade busy with holiday goods, tight money market 
and various reports of demoralized conditions, it is a little surprising that 
the market can be considered as strong under such adverse conditions, and 
nothing but absolute scarcity of the full standard article would maintain 
prices under such conditions.

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tomatoes has been much heavier than last week, and, while orders for round 
lots have been an exception, inquiries and orders for one or two cars have 
been coming in with sufficient assurance to holders to satisfy them that goc- 
f. o. b. is as low a figure as is necessary to name in order to dispose of the 
few remaining job lots held by first hands. 

At this writing we have not nearly so many offerings in sight at this 
figure, and some holders who were anxious to move a few thousand cases at 
this figure ten days ago have since adopted a more independent atttitude 
looking forward to better figures in the near future. If you are short on 
tomatoes, it would be well to follow the market closely, as it is possible that 
even before 1906 there will be another upward bound. 

Corn.—Demand continues for low grades at low prices and considerable 
interest is being taken in better grades at slightly higher prices. Notwith- 
standing the large pack of corn in the last two years, from the fact that pre- 
vailing prices are below cost, there 1s an optimistic feeling, and corn has 
many friends.

The Total Sardine Pack. 
According to the correspondent of a Boston daily paper, the 
sardine pack this year was the heaviest ever put up. He says: 


Over 1,000,000,000 herring were packed in tin cans as domestic sardines 
during 1905, the first time in the history of the Maine sardine industry that 
the figures have reached that proportion. That estimate is based on a 
count of six herring sardines to a box or can; in a majority of instances the 
packers give full count and allow seven. 

Last year the total of all kinds exceeded 995,000,000 fish, and the in- 
creased pack of this year added one more to the long row of figures. The 
value of the little fish in cans this year will exceed $5,100,coo, making the 
industry one of the most important of the Pine Tree State. 

No one undertakes to count the herring direct. They are caught in 
seines by the thousand, and when turned over to the canneries a few hours 
after they have become entangled in weirs they appear simply as a homo- 
geneous mass of green and white bodies and silvery scales. In arriving at 
definite figures, however, the shippers to count the cases, the boxers reckon 
the cans and the packers figure on the fish, so that it is by a simple pro- 
cess of arithmetic that the total catch of the season is arrived at. 

It is really a quite remarkable business, the canning of domestic sar- 
dines, and it is extremely interesting because the fish that are swimming 
contentedly in the water mornings are packed closely in oil or mustard in 
cans in the evening. Sometimes it takes 18 hours to complete the trans- 
formation, but the best sardines are those which are handled in from 10 to 
12 hours. They are almost literally packed alive. 

The year 1905 has been a particularly lively one. In the first place, 
while the catch and pack were far above that of 1904, it was not so much 
more as had been expected, and, in the second place, the independent 
packers claim to have won a complete victory over the trust in amount of 
cases made ready for market, and in the number of fish caught during the 
season. Acccording to the trust packers, the season for taking fish at the 
canneries closed about the middle of October, while individual canneries 
were ready to receive the catch of the fisheries as long as the law permitted, 
the closed season coming December 1. For this reason it is asserted that 
that the independent packers have won a victory over the trust. 


Princeton, Ind.—The canning factory at Princeton has canned enough 
sauerkraut since the season opened to make a column six miles high if the 
cans were stood on end. The fact that kraut is steadily increasing in price 
makes the industry profitable.

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THESE BURNERS REDUCE CONSUMPTION 
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What An Oyster Is. 


The more personal history of the oyster is worthy a glance. It is, of 
course, a near cousin of the cockle, the mussel, the clam, the scallop and 
all other common bivalves, says an Exchange. Higher up in the molluscan 
scale are the whelks and snails; for their shell is univalve, or one-pieced, 
and they have, besides, developed a head, which last is a sure sign of bio- 
logical advance. Higher still than the snails are the cuttlefish, of which 
the octopus is a familiar example. There the process of development 
attains its highest phase in the molluscan class; while the shell—in modern 
cuttles at least—has passed away into the background, leaving the animals 
greater scope for activity. The shells of the oysters are unequally devel- 
oped. The top valve is the lesser of the two, and in the best class of oysters 
fits into the lower and deeper valve like a lid. The manner of opening and 
shutting the shell is curious and at the same time illustrative of nature’s 
economics. The shell is shut by the contraction of the big (adductor) 
muscle, which the oysterman has to sever with his knife before he can 
place the contents at the service of his customer. It is the end cut of this 
muscle you see adhering to the shell as a bundle of tough fibers on one side 
while you note its mark, whence it has been riven by the knife, on the 
other and opposite valve. 

The shell is opened by the action of what is called the elastic ligament. 
You will find this structure at the hinge line of the shell, where the valves 
are jointed. Now, when the oyster lies in its bed the shell is kept open. 
This is a necessary feature, in view of the fact that constant currents of 
water are being swept in by the motion of the cilia of the gills, to bring 
food and oxygen to the animal. To keep the shell open, therefore, involves 
no trouble on the part of the mollusk. The elastic ligament, all pressure 
on it being removed, forces and keeps the valves apart. When it is neces- 


sary to close the shell—a movement not required at all frequently—the 
muscle comes into play. This is in itself a vital action and it is one which 
involves expenditure of energy. Our bivalve is, therefore, saved a good 
deal of trouble in that the constant and open condition of the shell is main- 
tained mechanically by the ligament. The action resembles our own breath- 
ing arrangements in respect of nature’s economy. It costs us muscular 
expenditure to breathe in; it costs us nothing, so to speak, to breathe out. 

The other features of oyster anatomy are equally curious. We find a 
well-developed digestive system and a big liver. There is a heart for circu- 
lating blood and gills to purify the vital fluid. There is a nervous system to 
regulate and control the oyster’s personal affairs, but it is largely deficient 
in senses—a point related to its quiet, unobtrusive existence. The mass of 
anatomical detail which the oyster lover swallows is, therefore, amazing. 
Our anti-vivisectionist friends should make a note of these things.

The Boston Daily Herald, in reporting the recent meeting 
of the Official Agricultural Chemists, which was held in that city 
the week of November 20, tells this story on Dr. Wiley: 


That it is possible to confuse even Dr. Wiley, the celebrated Federal 
government food expert, was demonstrated at Young’s Hotel yesterday at a 
session of Secretary Wilson’s corps of chemists, who are gathering data in 
Boston to be used in fixing standards of foods. 

When the matter of using colors was reached, John W. Moore, a Boston 
dealer, unrolled from a package two jars of strawberry preserve, one show- 
ing the fruit with artificial coloring and the other without. 

Then he rang for two plates of ice cream and proceeded to compound 
two college ices. As the uncolored jam was placed upon the cream-white 
mound all admitted it looked more like preserved figs than strawberry, and 
if offered to the public in that shape the sale of strawberry soda water and 
ice cream would cease entirely. 

Then the other dish was treated with the colored preserve, Mr. Moore 
saying that the red tint lost in cooking had been simply restored. The 
dishes were passed around the table and each of the five committeemen 
tried a sample of both kinds. 

Dr. Wiley thought the uncolored tasted more like the real fruit, but 
admitted that he would rather eat it in the dark. He also asked if it would 
not be better, in the light of what had been demonstrated, to let the general 
public know that strawberries cannot be preserved. The witness was in 
favor of a pure-food law and expressed a wish to supply the committee with 
whatever information it desired from the trade.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 
Crisfield, Md., is growing Ambitious and during the past 


fortnight has been advertising herself famously by defying the 
lawful authority of the State. 


- As an evidence of what other sections of the oyster produc- 
ing world, other than the Maryland side of the Chesapeake can 
do, the shellfish commissioner of New York, in his annual report 
for 1904, gives the following information relative to the work of 
his department: ‘‘Leases of land amounting to 1,629 6-10 acres 
have been granted. In addition to this about 500 acres are in 
process of being leased, making an increase during the year of 
2,129 acres, which, added to the lands heretofore granted for 
shellfish cultivation, show 30,000 acres of land under the waters 
of'our sounds, bays and harbors (most of which was formerly 
waste land) now used in the culture of oysters and clams, a food 
product of great importance to the people.’’ A very creditable 
showing. 


As years go by the canned goods packers seem to be awak- 
ening sufficiently to their own interests to defend themselves 
through the Courts, and to demand their rights at the hands of 
the jobbers. Only recently a suit against a large jobber to com- 
pel him to live up to the letter'of the contract was decided in 
favor of the packer. We will give particulars of this in a later 
issue; but more of this kind of agressive action on the part of 
packers would do much to relieve the situation, and prevent the 
impositions which are in evidence every time the market price 
falls below the future contract price. 


In this week’s installment of the proposed Pure Food Law’ 
drafted by Thomas E. Lannen, and fostered by the National 
Food Manufacturers Association, the most interesting part to 
the canned goods packer or preserver is given. It will be found 
worthy of careful perusal and consideration. 


The scare that was so evident among corn packers seems to 
have passed off, and they now show more confidence. As a con- 
sequence the market promises to mend, has slightly improved, 
and the worst has undoubtedly passed. All this only emphasises 


the more strongly, the need of greater harmony among all pack- 
ers, a better belief in each other, which would in turn cause all 
to stand together and to be able to resist the combined attacks 
of the jobbers. Every packer should at least have that confi- 
dence in his fellow packer, that he wishes others to have in him, 


The silent and unobtrusive oyster is the innocent cause of a 
revolutionary spasm and the whole power of the State may be 
involved before the belligerents cease to throw shells at each 
other in their molluscan dispute. 


The internecine causus-belli is really a more radical one than 
Japan had against Russia in the late war. It is virtually the 
oystermen of the Eastern Shore against the State of Maryland 
and the right of the latter and its people to abolish old methods 
and prepare to adopt modern ideas as applied to oyster propaga- 
tion and protection. 


The basis of the trouble lies in the fact that by degrees the 
people of the ‘‘ shore’ have come to believe that the Chesapeake 
oysters were their own perquisites and must not be claimed or 
interfered with by any one or many. 


The wish, of course, is father to the thought and only 
developed as oysters began to grow scarce and valuable, especi- 
ally when seed oysters from the Bay came greatly into demand 
for the purpose of replanting destroyed beds in Northern waters 
to the advantage of competitors and the injury of Maryland’s 
oyster beds and general oyster interests. 


The demonstrative opposition occurred when the captain of 
an oyster pungy was arrested, convicted and fined for illegally 
taking oysters from the oyster beds of the Tangier Packing Co.; 
the Crisfield mob denounced the verdict and forcibly took the 
prisoner from the court and its officers and threatened to lynch 
the Judge unless the decision was reversed. 


With such force against him, the Judge had no alternative 
and the prisoner was released, thus making the law inoperative. 


It appears the sardine pack of 1905 is a record breaker, 
along with at least one other article in canned goods. And what 
seems more to the point, the sardine canners seemed to recognize 
that this would be the case, as shown in the fact that they gen- 
erally consented to cease packing and shut down their plants 
with November. 


In fact, the fish line of canned goods was a heavy pack in 
general, for salmon turned out well, although not up to the ex- 
pectations of the early part of the year. Being a fourth year, 
it was expected the run of fish would be a heavy one, and, while 
it turned out late—like all canners’ crops of the year—it was not 
as abundant as the old-time fishermen expected. 


With the advent of Advent dealers in canned fish look for 
increased demand and sales. 7 ‘ 


While, on the other hand, the purveyors of the staple lines 
of canned goods realize that there is little use. in trying to push 
their goods, and so find the market dull. 


Secretary of Agriculture James Wilson has come out in a 
letter and declared that he is most favorable to a National Pure- 
Food Law, one that will govern and regulate the manufacturer 
of foods; so that in prosecuting for frauds in that line the blame 
would come upon the manufacturer—or canner. He desires to 
see the dealer freed from blame and prosecution, and we do not 
know but what he is right—if the dealer bought hit supply of 
goods under the impression that they were first class in point of 
purity. But, how about the jobber who purposely orders infe- 
rior goods from the packer or manufacturer, and then sells them 
to the dealer under the appearance, according to the label, of 
pure goods? Undoubtedly the packer is to blame for packing 
inferior goods, but in doing so he has worked no injustice to the 
public, for it is the jobber who mislabels them. In such case, it 
seems to us, the jobber is to blame.

CANNED FRUIT AND DRIED FRUIT IN UNKNOWN EUROPE. 
By J. Kocn. 


Bosnia, the little province of Turkey which, less than thirty 
years ago, was a veritable brigand-land, today offers an excellant 
market for canned fruits even if brought in at a great tariff. 
The bazaar system prevails in Bosnia, with all bazaars of a sort 
grouped together, and prices and wages the same every-where 
in a given town. 

On the great bazaar at Sarajevo, the capital, dried figs are 
sold in great chains, that usually hang before the bazaars of grain 
rope, and eggs. On these bazaars, too, the brown, banana-shap- 
ed St.-John’s bread is sold, much as it was years ago, in our own 
mid-western cities. This fruit is raised in Dalmatia, and when 
dried, takes on a sweet, but gritty taste, causing the novice at 
the fruit to cough. The ‘‘breads’’ sell at two-fifths of a cent 
apiece. Candied fruits, too, are popular at Sarajevo, being sold 
on broad trays by hawkers, in the cafes. 

At Mostar, the capital of the Herzegovina, now a district of 
Bosnia, figs are gathered in large numbers, and dried in the sun, 
both for export and for the fig-wine that one finds over the sec- 
tion. On the roofs of the house, consequently, boxes of figs well 
pressed together in several rows, are always to be seen drying in 
the summer sun. 

Poprad, at the gateway to the Carpathians, in Hungary, has 
in its civic museum a handsome collection of cans and jars of the 
local fauna, to which the flora and the fruits may shortly be 
added. 

The copper preserving-kettles employed by the peasants of 
this section, as seen by the tourist in the little inns on the way to 
the Ice Caves, would do the canners hearts good to see. 


_ At Buda Pest, the bakeries one and all sell glass jars of pre- 
serves as a regular line of goods. In places very tiny glass vials 
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of fruit-juices just enough to give one mouth-full, are like-wise 
on sale. 

In the great grain elevators, on the Danube, at this capital, 
an exposition of the dried fruits of all Europe is always to be seen, 
every-thing, from dried berries up, being stored either in strings, 
like snakes, for such things as figs, or in kegs and casks and 
crates. 

Southward in Hungary, toward Bosnia, plums are dried in 
large quantities. 

On the east coast of the Adriatic, at Zara, capital of Dal- 
matia, the ‘‘dampf-noodle’’ is much esteemed as a dessert, and 
with this prune-preserves is the proper relish. Here both the 
French and the local maraschino cherry are put up, the latter 
being the one yielding the famous liqueur, whereas the former, 
a larger, redder cherry, is not properly maraschino at all. 

One of the features of the buffet-lunch at the coronation ball 
of King Peter of Servia, was the preserved fruit of every sort 
placed where guests might help themselves, many of these being 
the equals in every way of the famous French product. 

In Roumania strings of a tiny dried fish are seen suspended 
from the porches, but otherwise of dried fruit products one sees 
but little. The poverty here is so dire, that the peasant sells 
what he has as it ripens, without waiting to dry or cure it, and 
is content to let the morrow care for itself. 

At Tirnova, in Bulgaria, they sell over the bazaars thin 
layers of brown-black dried prunes, each layer separated by a 
similar sheath of leaves, and the whole resembling a mass of 
thin-cut leather. Raisins, too, are popular here, bringing, on 
the average, 10 cents the pound. A meat-drying establishment 
exists at Tirnova, but a fruit cannery as such is as yet unknown. 

Jelly and preserves are made in every home here, and even at 
Rila Monastery the monks make these delicacies, since Bulgaria 
hospitality provides that a guest, on arriving, be served with a 
little glass plate, a spoon, a napkin and glass of water. Then

teaspoon, swallowing this, together with some of the water. 
Then the afternoon or morning proceeds as it may. 

Plevna is the place of places for drying things—not alone 
the tobacco, which covers the house-walls of Bulgaria at curing 
time, being dried, but long strings of peppers, mangos and 
onions as well. Fruit, however, thus treated is lacking. A jelly 
pancake here gives a sample of the excellence of the housekeep- 
er’s wares. 

At Dupnitza, in Southern Bulgaria, one meets with porticos 
to residences which will be completely covered with pears, drying 
for the winter. 

At Rila Monastery a raspberry compote, in which the berry 
is preserved entire, is put up for the jelly reception to newly 
arrived guests.

NATIONAL FOOD MANUFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION BILL. 


The Bill Offered by This Association to be Followed by 
An Explanation by Thomas E. Lannen, 
The Author of the Bill. 


A Bill 


To regulate commerce in foods and drugs between the States and Territories, 
the District of Columbia, insular possessions and foreign countries, and 
for other purposes. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congiess assembled : 


(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK.) 

SEc. 7. That it shall be the duty of every District Attorney to whom 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall report any violation of this Act 
to cause proceedings to be commenced and prosecuted without delay 
for the fines and penalties in such case provided. Provided, that at any time 
after any proceedings have been commenced under any of the provisions of 
this Act in any United States Court, the defendant shall have the right to 
receive from said District Attorney a copy of the results of any examination 
or analysis which will be offered in evidence against said defendant in said 
proceedings. 

Src. 8. That any person, firm or corporation, including their serv- 
ants, agents or employes, of whom the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
or any inspector, agent, officer, or other person, duly authorized by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor shall demand a sample of any article of food 
or drugs shipped or transported, or delivered for shipment cr transporta- 
tion, from any State or Territory, the District of Columbia, or insular pos- 
session, to any other State or Territory, the District of Columbia, insular 
possession, or to a foreign country; or received in any State or Territory, 
the District of Columbia, or insular possession, from any other State or Ter- 
ritory, the District of Columbia, insular possession, or from a foreign coun” 
try, and delivered in original unbroken packages; shall furnish a sample of 
such article of food or drugs in sufficient quantity for an examination or 
analysis of the same under the provisions of this Act. Provided, that the 
words ‘‘ person, firm or corporation,’’ as used in this Section, shall include 
any person, firm or corporation, (other than common carriers, their serv- 
ants, agents or employes) who, whether as owner, consignor or consignee, 
agent or broker, is in the possession of or in any wise entitled to the custody 
or control of any article of food or drugs demanded for examination or 
analysis under the provisions of this Act.

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Src. 9. That the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may publish from 
time to time, in like manner as other publications of his Department, bulle- 
tins of the work done in enforcing this Act, and such other information re- 
garding the same as he may deem proper, to be distributed as public docu- 
ments in like manner as other publications of his Department. Provided, 
that the name of any brand or the name of any manufacturer, person, firm 
or corporation, shall not be published in connection with examinations or 
analyses, or results of examinations or analyses, of articles of food or drugs 
found to comply with the provisions of this Act. And provided further, 
that the examinations or analyses, or results of examinations or analyses, of 
articles of food or drugs found to be adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of this Act, shall not be published, nor the names of any person, 
firm or corporation, in connection therewith, until the person, firm or cor- 
poration so violating the provisions of this Act has been regularly convicted 
in a proceeding instituted therefor in the proper court, and the matter 
finally adjudicated. And provided further, that the restrictions herein con- 
tained shall also apply to the United States Bureau and every branch 
thereof. 

SEc. 10. That for the purposes of this Act, the term ‘‘ food’’ shall 
include every article used for food or drink or confectionery by man, 
whether simple, mixed or compound, other than drugs; and any article 
which enters into or is used in composition or preparation of human food, 
and shall also include flavoring matters and condiments. 


SEc. 11. That for the purposes of this Act an article of food shall be 
deemed to be adulted:— 


First. If any substance or substances has or have been mixed and 
packed with it and its quality or strength is thereby reduced or lowered or 
injuriously affected. 

Second. If any inferior or cheaper substance or substances has or have 
been substituted wholly or in part for the article or any natural or necessary 
constituent or ingredient thereof. ; 

Third. If any valuable or necessary constituents or ingredients of the 
article have been wholly or in part abstracted from it. 

Fourth. If it contains any substance or ingredient which is poisonous 
or injurious to health, whether added or otherwise; or contains any sub- 
stance or ingredient which when added to such article may, by chemical 
combination or otherwise, render such article poisonous or injurious to the 
health of the person consuming such article. 

Fifth. If it is mixed, colored, coated, polished or powdered whereby 
damage or inferiority is concealed; or if by any means damage or inferiority 
in such article is concealed. 


Sixth. If it consist wholly or in part of a decomposed, putrid, infected, 
tainted or rotten animal or vegetable substance or article, whether manufac- 
tured or not; or if it is the product of a diseased animal or any animal that 
has died otherwise than by slaughter. 


Provided, that an article of food shall not be deemed to be adulterated 
in the following cases.— 


First. Articles having distinctive names of their own, and that are 
not adulterated within the’ meaning of the fourth and sixth paragraphs of 
this Section; and that are not misbranded within the meaning of Section 
Twelve of this Act; and that are plainly labeled, ‘‘A Compound,” ‘A 
Mixture,’’ ‘‘ A Combination,’’ ‘‘ An Imitation,’ or ‘‘A Blend,’’ whichever 
way of designating such articles shall be the most applicable to such articles. 
Provided, that the term ‘‘ distinctive name,’’ as used herein, shall mean a 
name which is not the name of any other article of food; and which is not 
the name, nor suggestive of the name of any recognized article of food. 

Second. An article of food shall not be deemed to be adulterated by 
reason only of the addition of a harmless preservative or coloring matter; or 
by reason of the addition of any substance for legitimate purposes. Pro- 
vided, that no substance whose single maximum adult dose is less than 20 
grains shall be permitted in food for any purpose whatsoever; and provided , 
that the per cent. of any substance permissible in food as an added sub- 
stance shall not exceed in toxic potency the toxic potency of the highest 
per cent. of common salt ordinarily used in preserving food, the toxic dose 
of common salt being taken to be 240 grains; and provided, that upon this 
basis of the toxic potency of common salt the following preservatives shall 
not be permissible in greater quantities than the following amounts: Borax, 
one per cent. (1%); Boric Acid, one-half of one per cent. (% of 1%); Sul- 
phites of Seda, one-half of one per cent. (% of 1%); Salicylic Acid, one- 
fifth of one per cent. (1-5 of 1%); Benzoate of Soda, or Benzoic Acid, one- 
fourth of one per cent. (4% of 1%); Saltpetre, one-fourth of one per cent. 
(4 of 1%.) 

Provided, that the name of any substance used in food as a preserva- 
tive, or as an added substance, shall be plainly stated on the label of said 
article, together with a statement of the purpose or purposes for which said 
substance is added to such article; and provided said substance be applic- 
able for the purpose for which it is added to such article, and not fraudu- 
lently added to increase the bulk, weight or measure of the article. Pro- 
vided further, that in stating the name of any added substance it shall be in 
compliance herewith if the trade name only of any proprietary preparation 
which h as been added to any article of food as a preservative or otherwise 
is plainly stated on the label of such article, if said trade name of said pro-

secrecy, except when necessary to disclose the same in any proceedings 
brought to enforce the provisions of this Act, but the same shall not be 
otherwise published, nor published outside of said proceedings. 

SEC. 12. That for the purposes of this Act an article of food shall be 
deemed to be misbranded:— 

First. If it be an imitation of, or below the standard of, the article 
which it purports to be by the label, or otherwise, on any package, bottle or 
receptacle containing such article, or on such article itself. 

Second. If it, or any package, bottle or receptacle containing it, shall, 
by label, brand or tag, or otherwise, be deceptive as to its weight or meas- 
ure, or bear any statement, design or device, regarding the article or the 
ingredients or substances contained therein, which statement, design or 
device shall be false or misleading in any particular; or if the same is 
falsely labeled, branded or tagged, either on itself, or on any package, bot- 
tle or receptacle containing it, as to the State, Territory or place in which it 
is manufactured or produced; so that such article shall be deceptive or tend 
to deceive. 

Third. If the warranty required in Section Two of this Act, attached 
to such article, or to any package, crate, or bundle of packages thereof, 
shall be false in any particular. 

SEc. 13. That this Act shall not be construed by any specific standards 
for food not incorporated herein; but in any proceedings hereunder the 
commonly accepted standard for any article of food upon which such pro- 
ceedings shall have been commenced shall, when not in conflict with the 
provision of this Act, be the guide in determining whether the provisions of 
this Act have been violated. Provided, that this Section shall not contro- 
vene any of the provisions of this Act expressly permitting certain added 
substances in articles of food. 

SEc. 14. That the term ‘‘drug,’’ as used in this Act, shall mean all 
drugs, medicines and preparations intended for medicinal purposes and 
recognized in the United States Pharmacopceia as drugs or medicines for in- 
ternal or external use; also any substance intended to be used for the cure, 
mitigation or prevention of disease. 


SEc. 15. That for the purposes of this Act an article of drugs shall be 
deemed to be adulterated :— 


First. If when a drug intended for medicinal purposes is represented 
as a drug or medicine under or by a name recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopeceia as a drug or medicine, it differs from the standard of strength, 
quality or purity as determined by the test laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopceia official at the time of investigation; provided, that no drug 
shall be deemed to be adulterated within the meaning of this provision if 
the standard of strength, quality or purity of such drug be plainly stated 
upon the bottle, box, or other container thereof, although such standard 
may differ from that determined by the test laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopceia. 

Second. If its strength or purity fall below the standard it is repre- 
sented to be. 

Provided, that an article of drugs shall not be deemed to be adulte- 
rated in the following cases:— 

Articles having distinctive names of their own, and that are not mis- 
branded within the meaning of Section Sixteen hereof, and that are plainly 
labeied, ‘‘A Compound,” ‘‘A Mixture,’ ‘‘A Combination,” ‘‘An Imita- 
tion,"’ or *‘A Blend,’’ whichever way of designating such articles shall be 
the most applicable to such articles. Provided that the term ‘“ distinctive 
name,’’ as used herein, shall mean a name which is not the name of any 
other article of drugs, and which is not the name, nor suggestive of the 
name, of any recognized drug. 

Src. 16. That for the purposes of this Act an article of drugs shall be
